- Close observers »nd students 
of the coke trade, who have been 
making careful analysis of condi- 
tions, are in accord in the belief 
that the growing1 inefficiency and 
indifference of railway operatives, 
their disinclination to co-operate 
with each other or their superior 
officers and a general breaking 
down of discipline as It haa here- 
tofore been practised, are more 
responsible for the restrictions to' 
tratflc movement than any other 
causes. .

The prime'essential in producing 


better traffic conditions on the rail- 
roads is co-ordination. There are at 
present too. many cooks and the pot 
is too often taien off.the :Gre to add 
a 'new ingredient to the mess, says the 
American Metal Market. 


The priority- system and t£e effort to 


produce greater total freight move- 
ment are of course diametrically op- 
posed. Every time priority is given 
the general movement is likely to suf- 
fer. 
Priority^is an expedient calcu- 


lated, to beip the 
beneficiary only; 


while at the same.time It is likely in 
most cases to incommode the railroad 
involved. The more priority orders 
obeyed tho more likely is the total 
freight movement .on the road to be 
reduced. 
It is. much like changing 


rolls in a steel mill. The customer 
for the new form of steel is bencfitted 
but tbe tonnage output of the mill is 
decreased. Tf certain specific forma 
of steel only are required toe roll 
changing is a good thing but if the 
total tonnage output of the mill is to 
be stimulated it is just to tho con- 
trary. 


In the case' of traffic movement the 


essence of priority ia one of time. The 
movemient of something else is' to be 
delayed,' but if tho delay is one day, 
one/week or one month the war -will 
stnV be" in progress and marimum 
freight movement -will still be cssca- 
tial. It is quite improbable tbat tho 
movement will- be .convenient at; any 
lafer time in the near future. Priority 
is therefore a-temporary expedient and 
dangerous.' If-any, such operation is 
necessary over a considerable period 
of time it would be better to reduce the 
priorities to the minimum and begin 
at the other end, indefinitely deferring 
the movement of materials cjearly 
unessential.

with the products .when they were re- 
covered ?
